Rome, Oct; 25.— Little additional 
news was received tills morning 1'rotn 
Calabria, which was visited by shocks 
on the 18th. 

Bad weather continues In the -south, 
and it in feared that many persons are 
likely to lose their lives ns the result 
of exposure. Pear of repetition of the 
earthquakes is preventing them from 
returning to the villages. Many of the 
homeless people have erected touts or 
are living under temporary coverings. 

A few fresh shocks wore experi- 
enced yesterday, but no further dam- 
age lius been reported. 

Tttc Pope has sent supplies of money 
the clergy for the relief of their 
suffering parlshoners, and has ordered 
that the churches be kept open day 
and night for the use of the home- 
less. 

The government also has forwarded 
$20,000 to the authorities for use in 
relief work, and has taken every other 
step possible to help che sufferers. 

King Victor Emmanuel has donated 
$20,000 from his private purse, which 
added to the amount given by Pope 
Pius and the government brings the 
total of the contributions for relief 
work to $50,000. 

The number of fatalities due to the 
earthquake is now estimated at GOO. 



ANGLICAN CHURCH MISSIONS 

Meeting of Board in Toronto — Increase 
of Receipts 

Toronto, Oct. 25.— The sem'i-'Minual 
general meeting of the board of mis- 
sions of the Anglican church is being 
held here, and is attended by arch- 
bishops, bishops and others from all 
parts of the Dominion. The annual 
report of Rev. Dr. Tucker, general sec- 
retary, told of his work and travels, 
coveting 8;«00 miles in 1SS days. Re- 
ceipts are reported as showing $1,000 
increase for the year. 

At this morning's session of the 
board Hon. S. II. Blake's voluminous 
and conclusive report on Indian work 
and Indian schools was received, but 
not adopted by the board, pending fur- 
ther testing of statistics. The reporl 
i f the special committee for adjust- 
ment of assessments was received. To- 
ronto received the largest share, being 
assessed for $25,000, which is an In- 
crease on the amount given last year.

Northwest and foreign work amounted

FINE OF 525,000. 

Michigan Central Must Pay for Dyna- 
mite Explosion. 

Toronto, Oct. 25.— Justice Rlddell 
this morning imposed a fine of $25,000 
on the Michigan Central railway for 
the disastrous explosion of dynamite 
In a car at Essex, by which three per- 
sons were killed and many Injured 
and much property damaged. In a 
lengthy judgment Justice Rtddell said 
it was the duty of railways to take all 
line care of lives and property, no 
matter what It cost. "We call such 
occurrences accidents; crimes were 
the better word." he said. "The best 
way to prevent similar accidents Is to 
make it more costly to violate the law 
than to observe it." He called atten- 
tion to the necessity of appointing 
some special officers to watch for and 
punish such offenses,

Vancouver, Oct. 25.— The Empress of 
China is now completely above water, 
and the otlicers dined in the cabin 
this evening. She will not have to en- 
ter the drydock as was reported, and 
will not be more than a day late in 
leaving. 

James Roberts, an employee of tho 
B. C. Electric railway, waa killed by 
a car on Westminster avenue this af- 
ternoon. Roberts was a lineman and 
had Just descended from a pole and 
was crossing the street behind one car 
when ho ran into another traveling 
In tho opposite direction. He was kill- 
ed instantly beneath the wheels. 

Tho coroner's Inquest on the body 
of tho Hindu chot by a white man two 
nights ago, resulted in a verdict that 
deceased came to his death through a 
shot fired by E. P. Bow-en, who is now 
being held on the charge of murder.

Some Institutions Close Their 
Doors For Want of Ready 
Money 



Kansas City, Mo., Oct. 25.— Robert 
Sutherland, speaker of t he Canadian 
Mouse of Commons, in an address to- 
night before the Knife and Fork club, 
predicted that Canada would some day 
have a 21-foot channel from the upper 
lakes to the tide water, and that her 
ports would be the busiest of any In 
North America. 

Mr. Sutherland said: "In 1SG5 Jos. 
Aspinwall longed for n H-foot draught 
waterway from the upper Lakes to the 
tide water. In 1 891 this had become 
aii accomplished tact. Hut the task- 
is really not yet completed. 

"People now alive may live to see 
the minimum depth made 21 feet, and 
when that day arrives Montreal and 
Quebec. Halifax and St. John and per- 
haps some quiet harbor that is as yet 
only dreamed of, will be the busiest 
ports f~ the North American contin- 
ent. <>r this great highway Canada 
holds the door.

Paris, Oct. 25. — The arrest of En- 
sign Charles B. Ullmo, of the French 
navy at Toulon ytstordiVj on the 
charge of being a spy, and who later 
confessed to abstracting a secret na- 
val .signal book, was followed today 
by tho arrest at Vendomo of an tinny 
reserve officer named Berton, who is 
charged with negotiating with an 
agent of a foreign power for the sale 
of military secrets. 

The arrests are creating a great 
stir, and as Ullmo is a Hebrew, the 
papoid term his case a second Drey- 
fus affair. 

It appears that ITUmo offered cer- 
tain documents to the minister of mar- 
ine for $30.0(10, saying that unless his 
offer was accepted he would Sell them 
to a foreign |ower. Thereupon a cor- 
respondence was begun, ending In 
I'llmo's capture. A search of his lodg- 
ings revealed that he not only had the 
secret code system but was in pos- 
session of the complete plans for the 
mobilisation of the French navy, the 
location of harbor mines in the event 
01" war, and photographs of the me- 
chaniclsm of France's famous 75 milli- 
metre Held gun. 

Tho cases of LTllmo and Berton add- 
ed importance to the debate which 
opened in the chamber of deputies this 
afternoon on Interpellations regarding 
the state of national defenses. Oieneral 
Picquart, minister of war, warmly de- 
fended tlie army, denying two deputies' 
allegations that a state of disorgani- 
zation existed in it.

— Word has been re- 
ceived here of the ruling of Commis- 
sioner Sargent, of Washington, in the 
case of a Canadian printer who was 
stopped at Port Arthur, Mich., while 
on bis way to the printers' home at 
Colorado Springs. Colo. Commission- 
er Sargent holds that a Canadian 
printer has a perfect, right to go to 
the home, so long as he Is not in a 
dying condition, as be Is a charge only 
on tho printers themselves. The offi- 
cer, he says, was over-zealouu in his 
action.

HIS OWN LAWYER 

New York Man on Trial For Com- 
mittintj Two Murders 

New York, Oct. 25.— Frank I (, War- 
ner, formerly a prosperous hat deal- 
er, Insisted upon acting as his own 
lawyer when lie was put 011 trial in 
the court of general sessions today, 
charged with two murders. Counsel 
had been assigned by the court to de- 
fend Warner, lint the defendant said 
he would defend himself. 

Warner is charged with the murder 
of Esther C. Norllng, cashier in a 
haberdashery store in east 42nd street. 
He shot the girl dow n in the doorway 
of tho store. After killing Miss Norling 
he escaped - " after a sensational chase 
through the crowded streets and went 
clown town and killed Charles Wilson, 
a business acquaintance. 

A policeman who failed to capture 
Warner during the chase after Miss 
Norling was shot, was publicly de- 
graded and dismissed from the pollen 
department after he had been tried and 
found guilty on a charge of coward- 
ice, 



New York, Oct. 25. — Another nerve- 
racking day has passed, but the fin- 
ancial inrtitutlons of New York show 
extraordinary power of resistance to 
the pressure put upon (hem. While it 
is true that several minor institutions 
have been forced to close their doors, 
two things may be said about them: 

First — That the amount involved 
was not so great as to exert any mark- 
ed influence on- the general conditions, 
as they were located in residential 
quarters, and did not come into con- 
tact with the larger financial institu- 
tions of the metropolis, and 

Second — That there is every reason 
to believe that these banks and trust 
companies are entirely solvent and 
their difficulties will prove to be only 
temporary, and duo entirely to inabil- 
ity to secure ready cash on gilt-edged 
securities in their vaults. 

Of course, the cessation of business 
by these companies caused trouble to 
many people, but not as great as it 
might seem, as the depositors are for 
the most part located in the well-to- 
do quarters of the city, and many o£ 
their, are people of wealth, who have 
suffered no great inconvenience. 

The institutions which closed their 
doors today, with tho sums duo de- - 
positors are: The United States Ex- 
change bank, Harlem, §600,000; In- 
ternational Trust Company, about 
$100,000; the Borough bank of Brook- 
lyn, $4,000,000; Brooklyn bank, $20,- 
300,000; Williamsburg Trust Company, 
Brooklyn, $7,500,000; First National 
bonk of Brooklyn, $3,500,000. 

Tho First National Bank of Brook- 
lyn, tho Williamsburg Trust Co., and 
the r^terhaUdaal Trust Company, aru 
allied institutions. None of these com- 
panies had any important business 
connections with the larger banks, 
which are representative of the city's) 
financial affairs. 

On the other hand, a number of fav- 
orable features marked tho day. The 
Trust Company of America and tin 
Lincoln Trust Company, the two or- 
ganizations which have suffered most 
from runs, have been slowly paying 
out to their depositors, and closed to- 
day with all demands having been mot. 
The most favorable incident of tho day 
was that the stock exchange was pro- 
vided with funds ample to meet its Im- 
mediate necessities by a money pool 
headed by J. P. Morgan. Tho stock 
market had held relatively firm till 
day, but when the pool money wan 
offered in the loan corner there was an 
immediate upturn of prices, and tho 
market closed strong at tho high prices 
of the day. As all of the loans mado 
today hold over until Monday, the 
stock exchange situation will not be 
a factor in the problems the bankers 
will be called upon to solve tomorrow. 

The decision to issuo clearing house 
certificates is likely to end any fur- 
ther anxiety in regard to the supply 
of currency. The decision means that 
hereafter large balances against any 
particular bank at the clearing house 
can be settled by clearing house certi- 
ficates and the bank allowed to retain 
its cash to meet other demands. Tho 
certificates will be issued, as usual, 
only upon the deposit wdth the clearing 
house committee of acceptable securi- 
ties, and only in such amounts as tho 
clearing house committee shall ap- 
prove. But in the case of a bank 
whose affairs are sound thcro will bo 
r.r, arbitrary limit put to tho assis- 
tance of this sort to be rendered when 
needed. 

The first Issue of clearing house cer- 
tificates was in 1SG0, and there wero 
several issues during the period of tho j 
war. Other issues occurred in 1873 • 
and 1S8-1. The last occasion on which 
they were availed of was in 1893. Tho I 
clearing house certificate is practically 
a guarantee by ail the banks in ths 
clearing house that the certificate 
shall he redeemed at. par, but tho 
clearing house banks are protected 
against loss by the fact that first class 
securities, either commercial paper or 
: locks and bonds, are required before I 
the certificates are Issued. The certi- 
ficates are used only between banks In 
the settlement of their balnnces at the 
clearing house. They need not appear 
In general circulation, but by relieving 
the banks of the strain of large debit 
balances they enable them to koep 
their cash reserves intact. It Is be- 
lieved by competent bankers that an 
issue of $50,000,000 will be tho outside 
limit of what will be required on th* | 
present occasion.

ticated: Four acres of strawberries 
i produced 28.126 pounds of fruit, whic h 
sold for $2,59S mi, or $650 per acre; 
half an acre produced 2,826 pounds, 
giving a net return of $3ul; another 
grower raised 12,656 pounds of berries 
on one and one-half acres. Which sold 
for -Jl, 228.60 net, or over SS00 per Acre. 
Rocksldo Orchard, Victoria, pi educed 
marketable plums and cherries from 
ten-year-old trees as follows: Plums, 
35 trees Grand Duke, 442 crates, aver- 
aging 22 pounds', 18 Hungarian prunes, 
12X6 crates; 27 Bngelbert, 290 crates; 
10 Tragedy, 142 crates— 1,070 crates, a 
total of 20,416 pounds from 'JO trees. 
Cherries, twenty-live Olive! trees 
yielded 230 crates -of 24 pounds, or a 
total of 5,520 pounds. 

These cases are by no means excep- 
tional or, confined to any single district, 
similar ones could be cited from al- 
most any part of the province?. Apples 
and pears produce from S to 15 tons 
of fruit per acre, according to variety, 
and the average price is $26 to $30 
ptr ton respectively. Plums, prunes, 
clerries and peaches invariably hear 
largely, ami the prices are always 
satisfactory, if the fruit 1- properly 
picked and packed. 

With regard to wholesale price:; 
during 1906, the following appears:

raspberries, $2; blackberries, $2; cur- 
rants, 7 to S cents per ll>.; gooseber- 
ries, 10 cents per lb.; apples, early, 
fl to $1.50 per box; fall. $1.2:.; winter, 
l$1.70; crab-apples. $2; pears, early. $2.

] Prices of loose, unpacked fruit, deliv- 
ered at the packing bruises were; 
| Plums, 2 to 3 cents per lb.; peaches, 
I to 4'{. cents; pears, 2>,i cents per lb.; 
apples, 4% to 2 '/j cents per 11).; crab- 
apples, 2',-i cents per lb. 

"Prices in 1907 are about the same 
as those of 1000." 

Maxwell Smith, Dominion fruit In- 
spector, describes the fruitgrowing 
areas of the province as follows: 

"No. 1 might be called the South- 
western Coast district, which includes 
the southern half of Vancouver Island, 
adjacent islands, and what is usually 
called tin lower mainland. Here tiie 
production of small fruits may be said 
to be more successful, and conse- 
quently more profitable than that of 
the tree fruits. Nevertheless there 
are a number of very excellent varie- 
ties of apples, pears, plums, prunes 
and cherries which grow to perfection

Hero there are 
iiactlcally none of the above-nameii 
iifflcultles to contend with, but the 
liiestion of water to Irrigate the lands 
s one requiring serious consideration, 
is without an abundant supply of 
vater in the dry belt It is Impossible 
;o be sure of a crop every year. The 
nospective Jrult-grower, however, 
loos not have to contend with heavy 
s along the Thompson liver that 
to be encountered on the coast, 
fruits grown are of tic very 
est quality, and include all the 
itles mentioned in connection 



ary "'or Kettle River country, and al- 
though the smallest of all tho districts 
named, the quality of the land Is ex- 
cellent, and the ulhnatle conditions all 
that could be. desired. Whore a suffi- 
cient water supply Is obtainable, there 
Is no trouble In producing fruit of the 
highest' quality. 

•'No. 7 is West Kootenay, an cnor- 
mou.3 fruit-growing district, where 
onlv a little progress has been made 
in the southern portion, but sufficient 
to indicate the possibilities and the 
superior quality of the fruit which 
may be raised along those lakes and 
streams. The neighborhood of Nelson 
and Kaslo has accomplished wonders 
In the past few years, but the shores 
of the Arrow lakes are practically un- 
touched by the hand of the fruit- 
grower, and the valley of (he Colum- 
bia, from the Big Bend south to Ar- 
rowhead, affords opportunities little 
dreamed of by many of those In search 
of fruit lands. In the greater part 
of this district irrigation is only neces- 
sary In the very dry seasons. 

"District No. 8 Is the country known 
as East Kootenay, and Is separated, | 
from No. 7 by a range of mountains. 
It is traversed by the Upper Kootenay 
river from the fifty- first degree of 
north latitude southward to the inter- 
national boundary, and from Columbia 
and Windermere lakes northward by 
the Upper Columbia river, to the Rig I 
Bend. In the southern portion of this 
district there are Immense stretches 
of thickly-wooded lands suitable for | 
fruit-growing purposes, and the valley , 
of the Upper Columbia has many j 
choice locations for the enterprising 
fruit-grower. The lack of transporta- j 
lion facilities is a great hindrance to 
the development of the fruit lands of | 
the Upper Columbia." 

District No. comprises the vast 
coast region. Including the Queen ] 
Charlotte Islands and the northern 
half of Vancouver Island from 
Jen-Id Inlet to Portland canal. There j 
Is little known of Us capablll- 
tics but undoubtedly it has a few sur- 
prises In store for the future. Though 
In small quantities as yet, apples, 
peaches and grapes have been success- , 
fully grown on the Skeena river. The | 
first apple trees were planted at Haz- 
elton in the spring of 1901 and fruited 
In the fall of 190-1. 



DROP SN PRICI 



Local Lumbermen Can See No 
Reason for Decline— Mills 
Are Busy 



Reports from Vancouver that there 
is likely soon to be a drop in the price 
of lumber do not gain any credence 
among local lumber men. The reports 
claim that tho dealers, line yardmen, 
pu'reha/ng agents lor construction 
and railway companies throughout the 
east and particularly in the prairie 
section Were holding back their orders 
waiting for the slump in prices, claim- 
ing that the coast mills are tilling up 
their yards, while they are shipping 
little or nothing! 

Inquirv among the local lumber 
P.rms would indicate there Is little or 
no prospect that prices will he any 
lower. Local mills, while having on 
hand sufficient supplies, report that 
thero is a steady demand for all classes 
of lumber and while It is true that the 
trade with the mainland, particularly 
the prairie section, has suddenly drop- 
pod off, the demand from the local 
market and Island points has shown a 
great Improvement and Is keeping tho 
Victoria mills busy. 

The falling off in the prairie demand 
for lumber is imputed to the uncer- 
tainty as to the out-turn of the west- 
ern harvest, the advent of cold wea- 
ther there and the financial stringency. 
Building operations in the western 
prairie section has shown a marked 
falling off this year compared with 
previous years, but it is believed that 
the delayed operations this season 
will be carried out next year. This 
falling Off in the western demand, 
however, appears to have given the 
mills a breathing spare and to have 
allowed them to catch up on their 
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recent report that the price of 
of the lower grades of lumber 
ropped at Seattle is not as yet 
d. Local lumbermen say they 
heard; nothing of the decline

"District No. .'! may be briefly de- 
scribed as tho valleys of the SimllKa- 
meen and Its tributaries, portions of 
which are perhapj tho most tropical 
In climatic conditions of any part of 
British Columbia, and most favorable 
locutions for the cultivation of grapes, 
peaches and other delicate fruits, 
wherever sufficient water for irriga- 
tion purposes is available. 

"No, 4 includes the districts sur- 
rounding Adams, Bhuswap and Maple 
lakes, and the valley of the Spallum- 
cheon river. Hen; the natural rain- 
fall is sufficient, and splendid apples, 
pears, plums and cherries are suc- 
cessfully grown. The climatic condi- 
tions In this district resemble very 
much those of Southern Ontario, and 
a fruit-grower with fixed Ideas from 
the latter province might be more 
successful in this district than he 
would on Irrigated lands.

"NOTHING DOING." 

The matter of the pilotage charges 
in Victoria remains about where it 
was when Mr. Templeman came homo. 
The public were assured that the 
changes had been made without, shall 
we say? duo consideration, and what- 
ever was wrong was to be rectified. 
The days have slipped away into 
weeks and the weeks Into months, and 
now Mr. Templeman must soon return 
to the Capital, and nothing has been 
accomplished. 

When the .Minister came back we 
heard a great deal about the energy 
he was about to put Into the settle- 
ment of the Songhees Reserve. Politi- 
cal friends of his asked the Colonist 
to forbare from commenting upon the 
question, because It was exceedingly 
desirable that the .Minister should be 
hampered as little as possible In deal- 
ing With a very difficult matter. So we 
let it stand without comment, although 
the occasions were many when com- 
ment would have been timely, and we 
kept on alert for information as to 
what the Minister had done or was 
about to do. We used to scan the 
columns of the Times with eagerness In 
the hope that there might be detected 
in them some evidence that the -Min- 
ister had taken at least the initial 
step. Bui there has been "nothing 
doing," and it is beyond the range of 
possibility that anything will be done 
tlds year. On the contrary, the city 
is to have a law suit on its hands, 
authorized by the Government of 
which the Minister is an ornament. In 
the purpose of compelling the removal 
of the septic tank which is said to be 
wrongfully Installed upon the reserve. 
Granting that the Indians have a color 
of right in the. premises, why was not 
the suit Instituted before a large sum 
of the taxpayers' money had been ex- 
pended? Mr. Templeman may not lie 
able to explain why he has done no- 
thing in regard to the Reserve; but 
ho can hardly hope to justify his 
course in this minor matter. Perhaps 
Ids friends may say that lie knew no- 
thing about it; but this will not help 
the case any. We elected him so as to 
have some one to look after matters of 
this nature. 

Tlie Colonist has endeavored to treat 
Mr. Templeman with perfect fairness 
and it has been careful to .avoid any- 
thing like a personal attack upon him. 
But negligence in a representative is 
a public matter, and Mr. Templeman 
has unquestionably laid himself open 
to the charge of having been gravely 
negligent In the matter above referred 
to. If we aimed solely at making poli- 
tical capital against him, we would 
withhold these observations until it 
would be too late for him to do any- 
thing; but, as we have already said, 
we prefer the public welfare to party 
success, and we bring these questions 
permanently forward while there is yet 
time fur our representative to do some- 
thing before going back to ins duties 
at Ottawa. If lie fails to meet whal 
may be reasonably expected of him, 
he cannot complain if future criticisms 
are more' severe.

It has been established 
that, owing to geographical and me- 
chanical difficulties, some years must 
elapse, and many more, millions must 
he spent, before the Ideal laid down in 
the preamble to the German Navy 
Act of 1900 can bo realized. Special 
preparations, which require time, 
must be made before Germany can 
build or provide accommodation for 
any considerable number of heavy 
ships of the size and draught of our 
"Dreadnoughts." Until they are fit to 
go to sea, Germany cannot have that 
fleet which the preamble to that Act 
says she must have — a fleet, namely, 
"of such, strength that even for the 
"mightiest naval Power a war with her 
"would Involve such risks as to jeop- 
ardize Its own supremacy." 

We assume that any change nf at- 
titude on the part of one country to 
wards another is based upon some 
good and sufficient reason. U was 
expected that the recent triumphs of 
British diplomacy would bring about 
Just such a result as is seen in the new 
friendliness of Von Bulow, and if we 
felt called upon to express an opinion 
on the subject, it would be to say that 
unless tlie Times is seeking to provoke 
a quarrel, which is hardly likely, its 
observations above quoted are, to say 
tlie least, very tactless when made In 
connection with tlie proposed visit of 
the German monarch. There is an 
Impression abroad among many Eng- 
lish that there must be a fight with 
Germany sooner or later, and that the 
best time to have it is now. when the 
superiority of the British fleet is be- 
yond all question, but wp would not 
care to charge the Times witii playing 
into tlie hands of this section of the 
public.

The London paper 
declines to accept as quite honest Von 
Bulow's expressed desire to cultivate

Chancellor has not been very keen in 
his efforts to direct public opinion in 
Germany into a friendly channel. We 
quote its reasons for Von Buelow's 
change of attitude;

JAPAN AND THE UNITED STATES. 

Many thoughtful and well-informed 
people have been at a loss to under- 
stand what would be the attitude of 
Greal Britain in the event id' a war 
between the Culled States and Japan. 
They have believed, and not un- 
naturally, that the position of the lat- 
ter. Power would tie a very delicate 
one. In view of the likelihood that 
public sentiment in Canada would bo 
with tlie Stales, particularly so if 
hostilities resulted because of tlie re- 
fusal of tin- latter to give full protec- 
tion to Japanese subjects resilient in 
tlie Cnited States. The incident of 
the Vancouver riots seemed to indi- 
cate to many that, as far as Canada 
was concerned, at all events, Great 
Britain would find it impossible to 
perform her duty a., an ally ,..f Japan, 
Should the la iter go to war with 
the United States. In so far as the 
London Times is competent to reflect 
the public opinion in England, this 
view of the situation is not only en- 
tirely erroneous but warmly resent- 
ed. The Times in a recent issue, thus 
concludes a long article dealing with 
tlie proposed transference of the Unit- 
ed States Atlantic fleet to the Pacific. 

There is one assumption, common in 
American newspapers, against whicli 
it may be as well to utter tit once a 
word of protest. It is that the posi- 
tion of this country and of tlie United 
States in regard to Japanese immi- 
gration is the same. England, we are 
told, is regarded in America as a 
"partner" with the Cnited States, and 
it is argued that the settlement of the 
immigration problem ought not to be 
beyond the power of "Anglo-Ameri- 
can" diplomacy. We cannot for a mo- 
ment admit the correctness of this 
supposition. There are, no doubt, 
certain feature.-, in the immigration 
question, as It presents itself in Van- 
couver and as it presents itself at 
San Francisco, which are identical. 
Hut there are also many features in 
the wider aspoets of the question 
which are entirely different, and which 
lender all talk .about England and 
America being "in the same boat" 
quite misleading. We must remind 
those who make this assumption thai 
the- Japanese are tlie allies of this 
country, to whom, for reasons ol 
great and enduring Importance, she 
lias bound bet-self i.v solemn treaty. 
That consideration alone .do. old con- 
vince all na n of common sense that 
in this matter we are not, and car'iiot 
be, in the same position as tie- Amer- 
icans. We believe that tile questions 
between tie- United Stat.-s and Japan 
will lie amicably and satisfactorily 
solved, not because of, but in spite of, 
the despatch of tin- Pacific fleet. But, 
if anything could imped,, or retard the 
solution, it would be the dangerous 
assumption, which seems to underlie 
much of tin 1 writing and speaking on 
the subject in America, that Japan 
would agree to stop immigration :1 s a 
matter of course, if America and Eng- 
land called upon her to .1.. so. The 
Japanese government, we are confi- 
dent, will exhibit their ordinary good 
jense and calm reason in handling tin 
admittedly difficult problem. But they 
tin- the representatives of a singularly 
high-spirited and chivalrous nation, 
who cherish a very high sense of their 
own dignity. Tin- worst way in the 
world to obtain concessions from such 
a race is lo approach them In t be tact - 
less fashion which finds favour Willi a 



complaint as to the scarcity of survey- 
ors, and in order to remedy the mat- 
ter it purposes offering special induce- 
ments to young men wdio desire to 
.adopt the profession. It is somewhat 
extraordinary that more of the youth 
of the land have not chosen such a 
pursuit, which appears to offer many 
opportunities for success.

It Is not at all that the 
great new nation needs or asks any 
favors at our hands; it is Unit our own 
Interests, ami the whole empire's in- 
terests, now anil in the immediate fu- 
ture, demand from us a fuller mean 
ure of understanding, of recognition, 
and of appreciation where the Do- 
minion of Canada and Its part a ng 

tlie nal ions are concerned. 

1 king back ai Canada from the 

centre of the Mother-country it is ir- 
resistibly borne in upon me that there 
we court risks, loss, .and future self- 
reproach, as the result of sins of omis- 
sion; the things we have left and are 
leaving undone Canada is one-third 
of tlie empire, and a nation handled 
and made; a nation that has .attained 
its majority, and Is strongly conscious 
of its manhood. Canada lias won its 
place as partner in the great concern 
we call the British empire. lis en- 
ergies, its accomplishments, its knowl- 
edge, and its tried strength are tat- 
too great to permit of absorption in 
the minor subordinate's part. All that 
partner's energy ami ability which 
Canada has been loyally offering to 
ihe MottuT-country for years past, is 
a force whicli Indifference and neglect 
cannot lessen; it Is too big a thing 
for that. Bui it cannot lie indefinite- 
ly idle, rt is too strong to be weak- 
ened by British indifference; but Brit- 
ish indifference certainly would be ca- 
pable of damming It, turning It aside, 
ami changing the direction of its 
swelling current. 

Role of the Elder Son. 
Canada lias definitely taken over tlie 
grown man's pari in tlie family of the 
British empire. As a people who have 
attained thsir majority, Canada's na- 
tural role in the British empire is that 
of the Elder Son. If the head of the 
House should continue Indefinitely to 
treat tlie Elder Son with the sort of 
aloofness or Indifference whicli sug- 
gests Ignorance of his development, lie 
would not thereby rob tlie world of a 
grown man among the world's peoples 
— the grown man having put away 
childish tilings for ever — but he cer- 
tainly might prevent that grown man 
from filling the role of the Elder Son 
Cur race, then, the British empire, 
risks much by trifling with, or fallin; 
to appreciate at Us true value, Cana- 
da's proved nationhood. 

No people in the world are more, 
enly aware than the people of Can- 
a that tlie British empire is more 
than a business concern; that it Is 
greater thai that. Also, however, it 
may be that no oilier people realise 
quite so (dearly til it. first and fore- 
most, the British empire litis got to be 
a tound business concern, or else cease, 
sii'H : r or later, io be the British em 
pin-. Wj have so schooled ourselves 
that many of us do not like to hear 
the Word-. But they tire true words; 
th. y truly describe tlie situation; and. 
that being so, th.' younger nations, 
oversea regard it as simply childish 
to shun their application, or seek to 
overlook them. Our apparent unwill- 
ingness to adopt a practical and 
businesslike attitude in Imperial af- 
fairs places us in a false position in 
the eyes of the young nations which 
the en, pin- comprises. It makes it ap- 
pear that we in the old Country are 
content to be concerned only with the 
poetry, the Bentlments, and tlie theo- 
ries of imperialism; leaving tlie prac- 
tical, workaday business of empire- 
building and organization to ourkins- 
men of tlie younger brandies.

wdde, per yard .'. .. $2,00 
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or sacrificed his business interests, 
Without apparently understanding the 
true nature of his situation, yet when 
tho mother country has been hard 
pressed )>y her enemies he has .lur- 
ried In to her succor, with "single 
heart and single 3W0rd." In due 
course, the elder son offered tho mo- 
ther country a substantial preference, 
in order chat wo might, enter his mar- 
kets upon hotter terms than our ri- 
vals. The other sons are all following 
suit with admiration and sympathy for 
Canada' .a lead; and Britain, the head 
of the house, accepts their preference, 
and profits by it, here and there even 
grumbling that tho B ift Is not greater, 
but insisting all the time that no reci- 
procation Is possible, since that would 
Involve a departure from the policy 
which gave the house prosperity in by- 
goiio davs, when Britain was the 
world's workshop. Tho Sons rind Tin- 
tain's reasoning hard to follow, in tho 
light of their own experience, and 
of tho approved modern methods un- 
der which, they have built up their own 
prosperity and independence. Thus we 
arrive at the present situation, in 
which every ono of the Sons has adopt- 
ed the business principles of the rest 
of the world, and laid aside the hazard- 
ous, happy-go-lucky system under 
which the Mother-land still wastefully 
toils, with eyes tightly closed, not alone 
to what is going on outside her shores, 
but to the sufferings of that pitiful one- 
third of her population which is said 
to live always upon the extreme edge 
of starvation. 

The burden of purely domestic legis- 
lation for an overcrowded and severely 
handicapped people, the chaotic situa- 
tion engendered by by our too long 
continued attempt to combine In the 
hands of one local Parliament the func- 
tions of highly complicated domestic 
government and world-wide Imperial 
government; these things, coupled with 
our weight of ancient prejudice, In- 
creasing competition, decreasing com- 
mand of trade, Bid dense population, 
tend to embarrass the young nations 
of the Empire in their willing offer of 
confidence, tholr willing steps toward 
closer co-operation. The wide, out- 
seeing vision of the younger peoples. 
Is out of focus with tho narrow. Intense, 
inseeing vision of the Mother-country, 
and the result is apt lo be a blurred, 
indefinite picture for both, when one 
approaches the other In existing cir- 
cumstances, bent upon tho mutual con- 
sideration of a given question. Even as 
the self-governing overs. 'a nations of 
tho empire must, and arc, finely work- 
ing out their own destinies, eaeli with 
a loyally helpful regard for the com- 
mon interests of the Family, so the 
j\Iother-land must reach our common 
goal after its own fashion, with its own 
burdens, in its own time; but— and this 
is so obviously vital that reminders 
about it should not lie needed — always 
with at least as scrupulous A measure 
of that loyally helpful regard for the 
common Interests of the family, at 
least as generous a measure of appre- 
ciation, and ready, practical sympathy, 
as is shown by her Sons of the 
Greater Britain, 

Canada Will Unite the Empire 

Having regard, then, to all these 
matters affecting the present position 
and future development of the greatest 
Empire the world has yet seen, what 
deliberate conclusion does study of 
Canada bring to one, as to the destiny 
of that Dominion, whose .frontiers :em- 
bra'ce one-third of the entire area of 
this Empire? We have to remember 
that, in any case, Canada's destiny Is 
that of a great nation. To doubt that 
is to shut one's eyes to the teaching of 
history, and to overlook existing facts. 
But there is always a choice of ways, 
and for Canada there Is one way which 
leads to greater heights, to prouder 
achievements, to higher rewards, than 
can be reached by any other way. Full 
grown partner's work awaits Canada, 
and my own deliberate conviction is 
that Canada will earn her place in his- 
tory by carrying that work to the hap- 
piest kind of ultimate success; to suc- 
cess which, before many years have 
passed over our heads, will see tho Do- 
minion — so far from Inning a door 
"slammed" in her face by any Injudi- 
cious and shortsighted British politi- 
cian — holding open a door by which the 
Mother-country may enter, and will en- 
ter, as It were automatically, to her 
natural and proper place, at the heart 
and centre of a truly united, a prac- 
tically and invincibly incorporated fe- 
deration of the nations comprising the 
British Empire. Then, ami not till 
then, as I see it, will the great young 
nation of Canada have fully realised 
tin; magnificent scope of its true des- 
tiny as tho Elder Son. 

Canada, the Elder Son. possesses tin 
confidence, the admiration, and the re- 
Fpeet of the other three oversea na- 
tions: the Commonwealth of Australia 
the Dominion of New Zealand, and 
that legislatively misused country 
which should become tie- united Do- 
minion of British South Africa. Theirs 
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Is "tho familiar and affectionate confi- 
dence of brothers of one generation, 
based durably upon mutual under- 
standing and a common point of view; 
that sea-girdling, larger British point 
of view which makes all lands that, fly 
our Flag alike home to the Britisher 
who knows his heritage as It should 
be. icnown. Geographically, apart from 
other reasons, tho lead Is with the 
Elder Son, hers the generous, honorable 
part of host and first spokesman. I ho 
coming of the All-Hod Route (regard- 
ing the organizing details of which tho 
counsel and interests of those respon- 
sible for existing transport facilities 
should be given the fullest possible 
weight and consideration), should be 
made to mean more, far more, for over- 
sea Britain than mere increase in 
transport facilities, it Is open to Can- 
ada fo see to It that the All-Rod Route 
Is no less than an outward and visi- 
ble sign of an inward and spiritual 
bond; a step toward tho closest and 
most practical kind or union that the 
modern world nas seen. Sound econo- | 
mics point to It as surely aa true pa- 
triotism. Treaties of commercial reci- 
procity, preference— the policy In which 
Canada has already led tho world- 
business combination for the mutual 
benefit of tho young Industries of the. 
four oversea nations', these ure the 
stepping stones by which tho great 
young nation of Canada may march 
forward at the head of her strong 
young brothers to a higher station 
among the peoples of the world than 
any other path could ever give her. In 
Ho other way could Son-ship and Na- 
tion-hood alike be so finely served. 

Travel in and study of Canada makes 
one humble, and it is with all defer- 
ence and respect that the writer admits 
that indication of detail is not at all his 
part. But Canada, the loyal elder son, 
should leave nothing to chance in the 
pursuit of bis great destlny> Some of 
the finest human material for work of 
development that, any country in the 
world could desire to see added t" Us 
working population lies lile here in the 
t'nited Kingdom, from lack of work 
and lack of means with which to reach 
thoso upland stretches of the empire 
upon which work is plentiful and 
workmen scarce. Some day the mother 
country will awake to the desirability 
of making easy the work of Imperial 
migration, of working migration within 
tho empire. Meantime, the elder son, 
in addition to throwing wide his gates, 
might even allow his representatives 
on this side to make selection from 
among the many willing and lit. and 
provide them transport to the land 
where they are wanted. A few large 
steamers chartered for the spring of 
the year, and Canada's work of devel- 
opment could be hastened by many 
willing hands — hands which could 

soon repay such outlay as obtaining 
them involved. 

A Minister of Imperial Affairs 

Again, as Mr. W. Sanford Evans, of 
Winnipeg, demonstrated so clearly in 
tho postscriptum to his book about the 
Dominion's part in the South African 
war, Canada should provide herself 
with a minister of imperial affairs. 
Her nationhood demands it in order 
that her external relations may become 
an integral part of her people's na- 
tional interests and affairs. Thus Can- 
ada would have a responsible minister, 
backed by the confidence of the Cana- 
dian people and parliament, whose duty- 
it would be, first, to act for Canada 
and he responsible to Canada in all 
her imperial relations; and. secondly, 
to lav foundations and conduct nego- 
tiations in the direction of closer com- 
mercial federation between the Do- 
minion and the other three overseas 
nations— her younger brothers. This 
Is, surely, the true path of nationhood, 
of the grown partner, the elder son. 
Thus safely may the time he tided over 
until the overburdened mother coun- 
try has set her house in order and can 
fit' the complex, many-sided heart of 
the empire into that central place in 
the imperial scheme of things which 
hor loyal sons will hold open and wait- 
ing for her. 

This, then, as the writer sees it, is 
the true role of Canada, the new na- 
tion, of Canada, the elder son. Here, 
then, are the task and destiny which 
are truly worths of the greatness of 
Canada: the eldor son, and leader 
among her strong young brothers, so 
to bind these together with herself, 
upon the enduring hasis of practical 
reclprocatory, business partnership, 

that, when the ti is ripe, there shall 

be n. j hesitancy, no cross purposes, no 
doubt whatever, about the mother 
country's part; that the way shall he 
clear and open before her fo her se- 
cure plaee as heart and centre of the 
great federation of our race — the place 
carved out for her. ami gladly given, 
by Canada, the elder son. acting in 
comradely union with the other three 
nations of the empire. 

Meantime it is the obvious duty of 

all thinking men hero in the (her 

country, to see to ii that Canada and 
the other voting nations are hampered 
by no checks, no shadows of the com- 
plex difficulties which harass crowded 
i Britain; that they receive nothing less 
than real encouragement and active 
sympathy from 'his old land which 
gave them birth. This can be attained 
by one way, arid by one way only: 
(Understanding, out of which will come 
naturally recognition, encouragement, 
sympathy, and that ultimate union 
of head and hand, as well as heart, 
which will place the imperial heritage 
of the children of our race, from Van- 
couver to Calcutta, from the Orkneys 
to Porl Melbourne, beyond the reach 
the pale of evil 



RAILWAY MEN ON TRIAL. 

Conductor and Brakeman Charged 
With Causing Fatal Wreck. 

Fort Arthur, Ont., Oct. 25— The pre- 
liminary hearing into tho cause of the 
accident at Kama, on tho C.P.R.. on 
Aug. 13 last, in which Engineer Ed- 
ward O'Domiell received fatal Injuries, 
was held beforo Magistral' Dobie this 
morning. F. McCarthy, conductor, 
and G. Anderson, brakeman, on a C. j 
P.R. work train, who have been on 
bail pending an investigation, were 
charged by Crown Attorney Lang- 
worthy of unlawfully omitting to do 
an act which it Is claimed was their 
duty, to see that a switch on the main 
lino was closed, a neglect which re- 
sulted in- a collision of a passenger 
train and tho work train, and through 
which neglect O'Donnell received seri- 
ous bodily injuries. Supt. Thompson, 
of White River, was examined as to 
the length of lime of service of both 
employees, and told to the best of his 
knowledge linw tho wreck occurred. 
Beforo the evidence was taken the 
magistrate stated that it was not his 
intention to give a llnal decision on 
the matter. It is likely that McCarthy 
rind Anderson will appear at the next 
assizes, as the charge against them is 
under the criminal code.

"Kill your rats and all vormtn, and 
burn the dead bodies" is the chief pre- 
caution which Dr. Fugan, provincial 
health olilcer, urges upon the citizens 
of Victoria in order to obviate all dan- 
ger of infection in the evenl of bubonic 
being Introduced from Seattle. 

"Plague does not spread unless by 
direct infection. It is not tike small- 
pox or other diseases which become 
epidemic where Infection may be con- 
veyed through germs floating in the 
dir. .The gdrril must be .carried and 
(he chief offender is the household rat 
in the case of bubonic." 

Dr. Fagan with Dr. Walt, of the 
William ffead quarantine station lias 
just returned from Seattle where they 
looked into th" precautions exercised 
against the spread of the plague, They 
attended a meeting of the Seattle 
city board of health and were given 
every opportunity of Inspecting the 
cultures from the ruses there tinder 
suspicion. Tests under way now will 
determine whether these are the true 
plague organisms. 

Dr. Pagan and Dr. Watt stale that 
every precaution Is being taken In Se- 
attle to stamp out the disease. Army 
doctors, thoroughly, experienced In 
lighting the disease In Honolulu and 
the Philippines, are in charge of the 
ea rnpalgn. 

No attempt will be made to keen 
matters secret but full publicity will 
be given the progress or the ua r I" 
order that no falsi' reports nmy g" 
abroad. A reward of live cents for.tha 
carcase of every dead rat has already 
been offered in Seattle. 

The provincial government Is having 
a pamphlet published for distribution. 
This given the history of the plague 
and the treatment to be adopted. The 
regulations which appeared In the 
Colonist of yesterday relating tn the 
precautions to be exorcised b v Asiat- 
ics w ill be translated into Chinese and 
Japanese and distributed throughout 
the foreign quarters of the various cit- 
ies of British Columbia. 

I>r. v. Montlzambert, director-gener- 
al of public health for the Dominion, is 
expected to arrive here Monday even- 
ing. He will go into the question with 
a view to discovering what precau- 
tions should be oxerclsed throughout

Hon, W. J. Bowser to Make a 
Few Changes But Delays 
Were Unavoidable 



CLEAR BOULEVARD 



Plan Received From Landscape 
Gardener and Some Work 
Authorized 



"Tho local registry ofllce is doing 
excellent work, and those who coin- 
plain of delays know little of the dlf- 
Ilculties which confront the officials of 
that department. The ofllce Is catching 
up 'with the work which got behind 
some months ago, and if people will 
have patience a little longer, matters 
will soon be in a first class condition." 

Tho above .statement was made by 
Hen. W. J. Bowser, attorney-general, 
who yesterday visited the local re- 
gistry olfice and looked Into matters 
thoroughly. Some few changes will 
be made, officials being changed about 
to eriunli.se the work somewhat more 
than has been don.'. Additional fit- 
tings, files, etc., will he installed to 
perfect the system and to expedite the 
work of the clerks In the ofllce. 

The delays are largely due to the 
additional work which is entailed upon 
the registrar and his clerks through 
tho new act, which Is only a year old, 
and under which the government guar- 
antees all titles. This means a thor- 
ough search of all records, many of 
which go hack to Hudson's Ray Com- 
pany days. Once the. title is made 
Indefeasible, anv future transfers of 
that piece of property will be a very 
simple matter. ' 

The conditions Imposed by the new 
act and the unparalleled amount of 
business bus resulted in the piling up 
of work at the local office. Additional 
clerks were added, but In certain mat- 
ters one official must assume the re- 
sponsibility, and hence Ills olllco can- 
rot 1 e duplicated. 

The attorney-general is of the opin- 
ion that tli..' work of passing upon 
titles and rendering them indefeasible 
is proceeding as fast as could be ex- 
pected. Victoria occupies a peculiar 
position in that the great volume of 
the records go back to much earlier 
deys thin those m other centres and 
hence the time required to make a 
search Is longer. 

The offices in other portions of the 
province are doing satisfactory work 
also. In Vancouver some thirty titles 
per day are being passed upon. 



The provincial government is in re- 
ceipt of a plan for the subdivision and 
beautltlcatlon of Its lands at Point 
Grey from the landscape gardener, en- 
gaged Mr. Todd of Montreal. 

The decision has been made to clear 
one of the boulevards shown on the 
plan submitted, which runs from tho 
westerly boundary of district lot B40 
to the extreme limit of Point Grey so 
that everything will be in shape to 
complete negotiations with some strset 
car company to put their line on this 
boulevard. In this way access will bo 
given not only to the portion of the 
land sold, but also to the present hold- 
ings of the government. 

The plan submitted by Mr. Todd for 
the. approval of the government is a 
very tine one. He has taken several 
blocks of land, and reserve;! them for 
parks, and lie has everywhere given 
full consideration to the topographical 
conditions in laying Out streets and In 
making them most accessible to the 
surrounding property. Mr. Todd points 
out thai this ir. one or the finest pieces 
of hind 30 far as natural advantages 
are to be considered that could be 
found, and very easy to lay oul to good 
advantage. 

The government have taken the plan 
ii to consideration and It is probable 
that when it lias been passed upon 
by the government engineer it will be 
accepted. 11 is calculated to greatly 

increase the value of tin- government 

land, and will prove of immense ad- 
vantage to the city of Vancouver. 

The boulevard should not be con- 
fused with the Point Grey road, which 
the government now has tinder con- 
struction.

j Another comet Is approaching the 
earth, and according to local astrono- 

I mers it will come as close as thirty- 
live millions of miles. November 8 
being the date of its closest approach 
to the earth. It will be visible to the 
naked eye In the early part id' the 
evening of t.iat date. The celestial 
visitor is known as the Melllsh comet 
in honor of a young astronomer named 
Melllsh of Wisconsin, who discovered 
il In September 1st. 

J The comet is rapidly approaching 

j lb.' earth. This approach will continue 
until about November 8-9. when iis 
distance from the earth will be about 
.15,000,0011 miles. October 10 Its dis- 
tance wa ; about 70,000,1)00 miles. The 
perihelion distance September 10 was 
about 02.0iio.ou0 miles. On November 
x the comet's distance from the sun 
will be about 120.000,000 miles. At the 
time of discovery the comet was vls- 
ble in an opera glass. On November 
8 Its theoretical brightness will be 
more than three times that at discov- 
ery, and it should then be just vlsablo 
to the naked eye. Owing to the comet's 
close approach to the earth, its geo- 
centric motion will increase rapidly. 
In 20 dayn from October 10 to Novem- 
ber 8, It will sweep across the sky 
from a point about 1 fi degrees south- 
east of the star Procvon to a point 
about S decrees east of Aldeliaren. 

A nolnl of particular Interest in con- 
nection with this comet Is that when 
It crosses the nlano of ecllntie about 
November 0, the earth will be only 
about 7 degrees west of the comet's 
node, as seen from the sun, hut owing 
to the greater distance of the comet 
from the sun. it cannot at its close at 
approach, come nearer to the earth 
(ban about 35.000,000 tulles. Even then 
the comet will be about 150 times ris 
fnr awav as the moon. 

The eoni'd rose October 10 "early 
dim oast about 1 a. m. it will rise 
earlier from dnv to clay. On November 
S it will rise at 7: 30 p. m. 



An effort to secure a mandamus to 
compel Magistrate Jay to hear the 
rase of Peter Cable in his claim for 
wages against the steamship Socotra 
was blocked yesterday because a Su- 
pierne court Judge 'could not he located 
who had Jurisdiction to consider the 
application.

point you to sit in chambers in Vic- 
toria," did not cover court motion:, 
and court work, and refused to hear 
tile application, 

Mr. Howe thereupon wired the cir- 
cumstances to the Chief Justice .-<•. 
Vancouver, and Mr. Justice Martin 
receiveil the reply: "1 hereby appoint 
you to take all work as a Supreme 
court judge" from Chief Justice 
Hunter. 

Still Mr Justice Martin refused to 
hear the application claiming that his 
It.structlons did not cover court work, 
anil again Mr. Lowe wired the facts 
to the Chief Justice.' The latter sent 
his reply direct to Mr. I. owe this timo 
as follows; "Telegram quite suffi- 
cient Outside, of that Judge Martin 
has full power to ont< rtaln any appli- 
cation Which may be made to court. 
Signed, G. Hunter." 

Mr. I, owe snowed the reply to Mr. 
Justice Martin, but that did not affect 
the situation In the least, Mr. Justice 
Martin holding to his previous opinion. 
Consequently the application for a 
mandamus will have to stand over 
until a Supreme court judge can lie 
located here who will hear it, which 
may be some time, as Mr. Justice 
Martin is the only Supreme court 
judge available just now.

The remark throws a light on the 
self-denial a public-spirited man must 
exercise when he takes time from his 
private concerns or his business to 
devote to public affairs. Most men 
spend the day in offices or at other 
places of business. Amidst the strain 
and worry that a business life involves 
The evening is tin; only time they have 
for rest or for social enjoyment. As 
things are now conducted, a school 
trustee, an alderman or a mayor must 
if lie docs his duty sacrifice many of 
his evenings and devote much of bis 
time to the public service. For this he 
gets little or no compensation in mon- 
ey and is often subject to criticism, 
sometimes unjust and always! annoy- 
ing. And yet these offices are very 
important and if they arc not tilled 
by men o£ ability and public spirit will 
be occupied by those who seek them 
from motives of vanity or self-interest. 
The city should be governed and the 
schools managed by her very host men. 
Any wife whose husband Is a man of 
character, energy and talent should 
be proud when his fellow citizens 
place him in a position of trust and 
responsibility.

Tin' Sea is the finest expon- 
ent of the group known as Songs of 
Passion, of the Songs of Meditation 
the Wanderer surpasses till. 

The Impromtus of Schubert are sel- 
dom given. 'I'he Impromptu Elegle Is 
of special interest. Its resemblance to 
the Sengs Without Words by Men- 
delssohn is very remarkable, and the 
admirers of Schubert claim for him 
that he was not only the first to cre- 
ate music adapted to express all the 
emotions portrayed by the words of a 
poem, but that lie was also the real 
originator of the S:mgs Without Words 
and that Mendelssohn got the idea of 
his Song Without Words from him.

TO COOK POTATOES 



Perhaps no other vegetable is as 
carelessly cooked, as a rule, as the po- 
tato. It' Is a starchy food that con- 
tains enough moisture in its composi- 
tion to cook the starch. This moisture 
is in the form of watery Juice in 
Which is dissolved- the nitrogenous 
matter, the various salts, sugar, gum, 
etc. In cooking, the nitrogenous juice 
is coagulated in part at least by the 
heat, the standi granules swell and 
burst, and the starch absorbs the wat- 
ery part of the juice. When this stage 
is reached, if the moisture has been 
in the right proportion, all parts of the 
| potato will present a light, dry, glist- 
ening appearance, and will be quite 
digestible. However," the moisture is 
not always in the right proportion. 
Ripe potatoes, grown on a well-drain- 
ed or sandy soil will, as a rule, be 
dry and mealy, if properly cooked. In 
heavy, damp soil, or In a wet season, 
they will likely contain too large a 
proportion of moisture for the starch, 
j Old potatoes that are allowed to sprout 
will be watery, probably owing to the 
withdrawal of some of the starch for 
food for the growing sprouts. Pota- 
toes intended for the table should not 
be allowed to sprout. Potatoes cooked 
in dry heat, as by baking in the oven 
or steaming In their jackets, retain all 
their salts and other constituents, and 
the flavor is more pronounced and sav- 
ory than when cooked in water. But 
potatoes so cooked must be served 
just as soon as they are done, else 
they will become soggy and bad-fla- 
vored. Very old potatoes ure better 
for being soaked in cold water and 
peeled before cooking. 

Boiled Potatoes 

Clean thoroughly and cut a bit of 
skin off each end, or peel outright, as 
you choose. Put on the fire in a large 
stewpan; cover generously with boil- 
ing water; boll fifteen minutes; then 
add one tablespoonful stilt for every 
! dozen potatoes. When tender, drain 
I off every drop of water, and let all 
the steam pass off. Boiled potatoes 
may be kept warm for an hour or 
more without injury, if well ventilated 
so that they dry rather than retain 
moisture. Place on the range on an 
iron ring, ami cover witli one thick- 
ness of cheese cloth. 

Steamed Potatoes 

Put in steamer, and keep the water 
boiling hard. About thirty or forty 
minutes will be required. 

Baked Potatoes 

Select smooth well-formed potatoes. 
Clean well and let drain. Put in a 
baking pan — do not crowd— and put 
in a lad oven. Serve as soon as done — 
from forty to sixty minutes, according 
to size of potatoes. If they have to 
be kept waiting ror any time, break 
them to let the steam escape, and 
keep in a warm oven, or covered with 
cheese cloth in a stwpan. 

Escallopod Potatoes 

Season one and one-half pints cold 
potatoes, cut In cubes, with salt and 
pepper. Mix with one pint cream sauce, 
(..'over with grated bread crumbs; dot 
witli butter, and bake half an hour in 
a moderate oven.

TRIED_RECIPES 

Banbury Tarts 
Roll puff paste one-quarter of an 
Inch thick and cut Into shape with a 
cutter wet in hot water. Score the 
tops half through' with a sharp knife 
and about one-half an inch from the 
edge, so that when cooked the scored 
part will form a "cover." Chill half 
tin hour on ice, brush the tops with 
yolk of egg and milk and cook in a hot 
oven with paper over the tops. When 
the paste has risen remove the paper 
and lightly brown. Cut through the 
scoring to lift the covers, remove any 
uncooked paste and fill with the mix- 
ture. Add the grated rind nnd juice 
of one lemon to one egg beaten lightly, 
one cupful of sugar and one cupful 
of raisins and one-quarter of a pound 
of citron or candled cherries finely 
chopped. Cook over lint water till 
slightly thickened, fill tarts and put 
the covers on. 

Roxbury Cakes 
Beat the yolks of two eggs lightly, 
gradually adding one-half cupful each 
of sugar and molasses witli one-Quarter 
cupful of butter, one-half cupful of 
sour milk and one ami one-half cupfuls 
of sifted Hour sifted again with one- 
half teaspoonful each of soda and 
cloves, one teaspoonful of cinnamon 
and a grating of nutmeg. Beat in the 
stiff whipped whites of two eggs, then 
half a cupful each of seeded raisins 
and chopped walnut meats. Bake in 
patty pans in a moderate oven.

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Actions of Magnates Indicate 
Fight on Pacific Coast 
League 



Spokane, Oct. 25; — What is -the sig- 
nificance of the pilgrimage of the 
Northwestern league magnates to Now 
York co attend the meeting of the 
National Association of Minor Base- 
ball leagues to be held there next 
Tuesday? Why is it thai the North- 
western league, u six-club affair, lo- 
cated 3,000 miles from the meeting 
place, should be represented by six 
delegates? Undoubtedly there is .some- 
thing of vital Importance to this league 
in the air. 

When Eddie Quinn, manager of the 
Spokam? club, without previously 
heralding his intentions, left here yes- 
teraily, explaining that lie was bound 
for New York, things looked mysteri- 
ous. Before leaving Quinn explained 
that Bob Brown, manager of l lit- Aber- 
deen club, would join him and accom- 
pany him co New York. A day before 
George Shreeder, of the Taeoma club, 
and Russ Hall, owner of the Butte 
franchise, passed through this city on 
their way East. President W. II. Lucas 
and Manager 1). B. Dugdale of the 
Seattle club had left for the East last 
.Monday. Every manager of a team in 
the Northwestern league is now on his 
way East with the exception of Bill 
Hurley of Vancouver. From all ap- 
pearances Vancouver is out of the 
league and, consequently, not inter- 
rested in what may happen In New 
'York. 

"Just going hack to get acquainted 
with some of the big 'guns' and look 
for players." This has been the ex- 
planation of all the magnates. At first 
it did not excite more than casual 
comment. Now it hits aroused sus- 
picion. It does not seem likely that 
live club owners are spending from 
$400 co ?G00 "just to get acquainted." 
Js'or are they taking the trip across 
the continent solely for pleasure. 

Putting two and two together to 
make four, Northwestern league fans 
who retain interest in baseball affairs 
after the close of the season, have 
reached the following conclusion: That 
the Northwestern league is going to 
unite forces with the Eastern league 
and the American association to tight 
the Pacific (.'oast league, the Western 
and Southern leagues. 

Following this theory, it is believed 
that the Northwestern league will not 
support the American association and 
the Eastern league in their move to 
have class AA division made, but, 
instead, will, -attempt,-- to have the 
Coast, Western and Southern leagues 
reduced to class B. The American as- 
sociation and liastern ieagucs tire the 
only two organizations of the five now 
denominated class A, which are en- 
titled to that classification on the basis 
of population. The Northewestem I 
league magnates say: "Let the Amer- 
ican association and the Eastern 
league remain in the class A class, but I 
put the other three in class B." Then 
the two lirst named leagues can draft I 
from the other three. This is their 
only reason for wanting the class AA 
division made. If their object is ac- | 



B league. That is the reason 
McCredie and the Portland fans 
refused to join 'he Northwestern 
league. Uut should the national as- 
sociation revise Its classification of 
leagues and make the Coast league a 
class B organization, then Portland 
would have no preference for the 
Coast league above the Northwestern 
league. 

Besides making is easy for Portland 
to come to the Northwestern league, 
there is another Important reason why 
the Northwestern league wants to be 
on tho same basis ns the Coast league. 
The managers in this league have be- 
come tired of seeing their best players 
drafted by the Coast league. They 
cannot .see the justice of the plan now 
in vogue. To date it appears that Alt- 
man, Spokane's third baseman, and 
Phil Dollar, Tacoma's star twlrler, 
have been drafted by Oakland of the 
Coast league. Such annoyances recur- 
ring every year, accentuate the dis- 
satisfaction nf the Northwestern 
league managers with the present ar- 
rangement. 

There are other signs which bear 
out the foregoing presumption. Man- 
ager Dugdale of the Seattle club stop- 
pod at St. Paul on his way Flast to 
talk over matters with his old friend. 
President Lennon of the St. Paul club 
In the American association. This 
conversation may be only a friendly 
chat, or it may have to do with base- 
ball politics. 

Something seems to be doing and 
the Northwestern league is interested 
In it or the franchise owners In this 
neck of the woods would not now be 
on i heir way to New York.

GOES TO ASSIST SALVOR 



B. C. Salvage Company Sends 
Big Tug to Aid Wrecker 
at Vancouver 



The big tug William Jolliffe, which 
is under charter to the marine dc- 
partment, but which has been with- 
drawn for a few days to assist the 
steamer Salvor in work at Vancouver, 
reached port yesterday morning from 
Ucluelet, after replacing the whistling 
buoy off Ampilitrite point, the .scene 
of tho disaster of the British ship 
Pass of aielford. which was dashed 
against the rocky cliffs there and went 
down with all on board. The wreck 
lies within a short distance of the 
sheer rocks, and until a short time 
ago, portions of aer spars were visi- 
ble at low writer. The hull i.i now 
badly broken. 

When oft Shelter bight, near Pach- 
ena point, last Tuesday, closo to where 
the steamer Valencia drove ashore, 
iihe British four-masted hark Lucipara, 
which reached Seattle on Thursday 
from San Diego, was seen within two 
miles of the shore during tho fog. 
.There was a dead calm, and the ves- 
sel's sail.* were flopping up and down. 
A set of current toward shore was 
drifting the vessel .shoreward, and, 
.'thinking assistance might be required, 
tho William Jolliffe was heading to- 
ward the sailing craft. 

Capt. Stratford hailed the sailing 
ship after running to within about a 
hundred feet, asking if any assistance 
was required. 

No reply whatever waj received, al- 
though there were men on the ves- 
eel's decks and despito the fact that 
the trees could be >-'ecn close at land 
above the fog. 

Tho William Jolliffe then continued 
on her way and on arrival at Ban- 
Jicld crook reported tho incident. A 
telegram from Pachena point stated 
that on Wednesday morning the off- 
shore wind had carried the vessel out 
of danger. 

Any assistance given to tho sailing 
■vesael would not have cost him any- 
thing as the William 'Jolliffe was then 
in the capacity of a government ves- 
sel. Instead of a salvage craft; but tho 
sailing ship's officers, apparently were 
taking no chance in the matter of 
payment. 

After replacing the buoy ac Amphlt- 
rlto tho William Jolliffe took tho old 
one In town and brought it to Victoria 
whore the bamacales will be shaped off 
and the Moat cleaned and painted 
ready to resume service. A telegram 
was sent ordering tho steamer to Vic- 
toria at full speed and she came at 
the rate of 13"-j knots, reaching Vic- 
toria yesterday morning. After moor- 
ing the buoy off the government wharf 
she proceeded tit once to Vancouver 
to assist the steamer Salvor, which j 
has been engaged in repairing and I 
raising the steamer Tartar and in 
raising the ft. M, S. Empresj of China.

Princess Runs at Rate of Fifteen Knots 
on Hour With New Wheel 
Fitted 
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"ho C. P. R. steamer Princess Royal 
y now he rated In tho fifteen-knot 
Pitted with the new propeller 
she received at Victoria this 
week she knocked off fourteen knots 
on her passage across the gulf from 
Victoria and her engines were only 
turned over at 90 revolutions per min- 
ute, when she ran on Wednesday 
morning in place of the Vancouver- 
Victoria run. 

Tho old propeller which the Roval 
broke on her last trip down from 
Skagway was so weak that the en- 
gines were never turned over at great- 
er Sliced than 110 revolutions per min- 
ute and even at that rate sho novel- 
did better than 14 knots. The en- 
gines are capable of being speeded up 
to 130 revolutions per minute at which 
speed it is estimated that the Roval 
with her new propeller will ho abo 
to knock off fifteen knots with ease. 
At 110 revolutions her speed will be 
much greater than formerly at tho 
samo number of revolutions. 

On her trip from Victoria tho Royal 
was run under the slow speed of 90 
revolutions because of prevailing fog. 
Her navigating officer was somewhat 
astonished to find that the speed of 
the steamer was fully equal to , what 
she had been doing with the. old pro- 
peller despito Instructions to the en- 
gine room to slow her down. Enquiry 
front the wheel houso to the engine 
room brought the information that 
the engines wore only turning over' 
90 and then dawned the knowledgo 
that the new propeller was responsible 
for the Increased speed.

Yards Nov/ Progressing in Con- 
struction of Steam Craft 



There is no question about the in- 
creasing intensity of competition in 
shipbuilding, and one gnds from time to 
time nations which were formerly tho 
clients or Britain taking up ship- 
building with vigor and with full de- 
termination to profll by the lessons 
Which wo have taught, says Engineer- 
ing. Time and again wo have had 
occasion to commend our German 
friends, not alone for their enterprise, 
but for their Initiative and Ingenuity. 
Wo have also pointed to the advant- 
age of their advance in stimulating 
British firms, especially shipowners. 
The French have fr mi the beginning 
had a distinct, place as designers, .and 
taught us, in the old days, many les- 
sons in tho modelling of the early sail- 
ing ships, and today they still maintain 
a high place in connection with mer- 
chant-work, as well as naval ships. 
But In France, much more than in 
Germany, tin.- economic conditions arc 
adverse to enterprise, since it is dif- 
ficult for them to produce ships at the 
same cost as in this country, in view 
particularly of the large Import duty 
on machine tools. Italy is In pretty 
much tho same position; and there Is 
a growing desire not only to have aj 
largo merchant fleet, but an .active 
shipbuilding Industry. The United 
States does not lack enterprise or 
ambition, but it has time and again 
boon proved that there also 
omlc conditions— if the truth wore told 
the development of large trusts, tak- 
ing advantage of Import duties to 
maintain high prices, for material — 
have militated against the industry. 
In Japan, on the other hand, tho con- 
ditions are more analogous to those 
obtaining in this coun'.ry, and the ad- 
vance in the merchant shipping of 
Japan will perhaps touch our great 
steamship ilnes more directly than 
those of our continental neighbors. 
Tho fact that the Nippon Yusen 
Kalsha are establishing a weekly, In- 
stead of a f^«tnightjy, service from 
British and continental ports to the far 
east, and that they 'am going to build 
tho additional ships themselves shows 
that they are fully alive to the im- 
portance of a merchant fleet in the 
development of such an Insular empire 
as that of tho Mikado.

783,266 in PJ0G to $942,940 In 1907 .and 
an equally marked decline in carrying 
the export trade. 

"Nevertheless for the same periotl 
Spanish vessels' trade increased in im- 
ports from $5,820,603 in 1906 to $6,195,- 
L\sl in 1907. with a proportionate in- 
crease In the export trade. German 
vessels increased their trade about one 
million dollars In imports, and also a 
slight increase in exports. 

"Thus it is seen that our own ship- 
ping has declined over $300,000 in one 
year' while British, Spanish and Ger- 
man trade has increased very sub- 
stantially. Furthermore the collector's 
report shows that American ships only 
carried 16 pur cent, of the Imports and 
(! per cent, of the export trade during 
the year between the Untied States 
and the islands. 

"During the fiscal year 190i the 
value of merchandise Imported into 
the Philippine Islands from tltc United 
'35 'states wtu $5,664,254, and of this 
amount merchandise to Ihe value nt 
35 only $942,940 was brought to the

"On top of this poor showing conies 
the knowledge that April 1 1, 1909, will 
witness the application of American 
navigation laws lo the Philippine 
islands, providing that all merchandise 
I carried both ways between the United 
u States and the Philippine islands must 
25 go in American bottoms. Concerning 
00; this Colonel McCoy says in his report: 
" 'The application, of the navigation 
laws of the United States to the 
Philippine trade must result in one of 
two things: either enough American 
ships for the purpose of carrying this 
trade must be available at freight 
rates considerably less than those now 
prevailing, or the trade which Is now 
going to the United States will be 
diverted to foreign countries.' 

"As the law above referred to was 
passed by. Congress with the evident 
intention to benefit American bottoms, 
it would seem I" lie Incumbent upon 
American shipping interests to make 
the necessary arrangements for Hie 
proper handling of this business. II is 
an easy dedui 1 ion t o arrive a I the 
conclusion that unless such action is 
token the American exporter to the 
Philippine islands must suffer a 
material decrease ill Ilis Philippine 
trade.
